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ARE REDS CLOSING THE PRODUCTION GAP? 
The men in the Kremlin are gloating over reported gains in Soviet industrial output in 1960. 


"Trud," the Soviet labor newspaper (February 10) claimed that Soviet industrial output rose 
10 percent in 1960, "far above the target set for the second year of the Seven Year Plan." Es- 
pecially rapid growth was noted in the output of electrical engineering products, power and 
chemical equipment, automation devices, and synthetic fibers. 
"Moreover," says Moscow, "capital investment in 1960 was 11.5 percent higher than in 
1959, with investment in machine building up 23 percent. 


Even with the lag in agricultural production, "Trud" claimed gains in output of grain, meat, 
milk and eggs over the 1959 figures. Also claimed were increases of 1.5 billion rubles in govern- 
ment spending for public education, health services, social insurance and other social welfare benefits. 


Soviet Production Up 


"Trud" points out that, as USSR economists figure it, Soviet industrial output in 1958 was 
60 percent that of the U.S. Its output rose to 66 percent of U.S. output in 1959 and 73 percent 
of U.S, output in 1960. The paper adds, "If this rate is maintained, in 1964 the Soviet Unions' 


industrial output will be 7 percent above the American 1958 level." (Emphasis added.) 
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On the other hand, says “Trud," U.S. output has been lagging with some enterprises oper- 


ating at only 40 to 50 percent of capacity and "all this considerably weakened the positions of the 
United States —both material and moral —in the economic competition with the Soviet Union." 


(Emphasis added. ) 


Implications for the West are serious. Quotingfrom a Soviet Handbook on the subject: "When 
the (Seven Year) plan has been fulfilled, the USSR and other Socialist countries will be producing 
more than half the world's total industrial output. Thus, absolute economic superiority of the world 
Socialist system over the capitalist system in material production will be assured." 


While that statement is open to challenge, the implications are there. V.I. Lenin promised 
in 1919 that "capitalism can be utterly vanquished, and will be utterly vanquished, by the fact 
that Socialism creates a new and higher productivity of labor." 


Red Economic Victory To Shatter Capitalism 


This view is strongly seconded by Soviet Premier Nikita Khrushchev. He decalred in 1957, 
"We do not intend to blow up the capitalist world with bombs. If we catch up with the United 
States in per capita production of meat, butter and milk, we will have hit the pillar of capitalism 
with the most powerful torpedo yet seen." 


Also in 1957, Khrushchev explained, "The growth of industrial and agricultural production 
is the battering ram with which we shall smash the capitalist system, enhance the influence of the 
ideas of Marxist-Leninism, strengthen the Socialist camp, and contribute to the victory of the 
cause of peace throughout the world." 


(Editor's Note: "Peace," as Communists define it, means the complete domination of the 
world by Communists. ) 


Communist leaders now expect to reach the point of victory in 1964, just four years from now. 
From then on they expect rapid surrender of countries in the non-Communist world to the political 
leadership of national Communist Parties dominated by Moscow. 


From the Kremlin's point of view, at least, if we do not act to move sharply ahead of the 
Soviet Union within the next one or two years, the doom of freedom is sealed for many years to 
come. The big point is, however, that there still is time to act. 


WORK AMONG YOUTH AND AGED HIGH ON AGENDA OF U.S. REDS 


At a quiet meeting of New York Communists, attended by the Party's General Secretary Gus 
Hall and others, certain plans were laid out for Party work covering the first months of 1961. 


Communist New York State Chairman, Clarence A. Hathaway, told Party workers to follow 
these lines of activity. Presumably, such work is being carried on right now. 


1. Strengthen the Party's industrial work, concentrating especially on basic industries and 
on Negro and Puerto Rican workers. 


2. Give more attention to the struggle for peace and against colonialism, with major 
emphasis on support for Cuba and Latin America against "Yankee Imperialism." 


3. Begin new efforts to gain a coalition of all "popular forces" — the trade unions, the Ne- 
gro and Puerto Rican's people's movements, "liberal" and other "progressive" national groupings 
for New York City elections in 1961 in order to defeat Democratic machine politicians and head 
off a fusion ticket that could help Gov. Rockefeller. 


4, Increase work among both the youth and the aged. 
Hathaway said that a number of commissions on legislation, peace, labor, youth, political 


action, and so on would be set up by the Party in New York to further Communist Party aims in 


New York. 
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While these are plans for New York, it can be anticipated that similar programs will be 
undertaken by Communists in all other highly populated areas of the United States. 


WHAT'S IN STORE FOR FOREIGN STUDENTS IN MOSCOW? 


When a student from a Middle Eastern country, for example, goes to Moscow University, is 


he permitted to study independently, or is he indoctrinated and made a part of the Communist prop- 
aganda apparatus ? 


"Komsomolskaya Pravda" gives us one answer. On February 1] this Soviet youth paper re- 
ported on a conference of students from Iraq who "are being educated in Moscow University." 


Feature of the report was the announcement that Iraqi students had just "sent a cable to Pre- 
mier Kassim (of Iraq) calling for a stop to the hounding of socialist and progressive fighters in Iraq." 


Student Unions in Moscow 


Further, in radio broadcasts to Iraq, the Chairman of the Iraqi Student's Union in the Soviet 
Union told his people that there are now 900 Iraqi students in the Soviet Union; 99 percent of them 
in the Iraqi Student's Union; and they all are anxious to get back home “in order to use our knowl- 
edge and new culture. .. to liberate the country from the remnants of imperialism which are hiding 


here and there in government offices; also, in order to participate, administer and to nationalize 
the foreign companies, such as the petroleum company and others." (Emphasis added.) 

This Iraqi Student's Union leader continues, “We, the Iraqi students in the Soviet Union, 
announce our support for the struggle of our peoples against the methods of imperialist pressure ex- 
erted through the oil companies, the CENTO pact, and local reactionism.. . We also appeal to our 
nationalist government and its head, Gen. Abd al-Karim Kassem, to release all our brothers, the 


students, young men and free thinkers, who are imprisoned, detained, or sentenced to death as a 
result of their constant struggle to safeguard national independence..." 


The student leader goes on and on, talking of close relations with students of other Com- 
munist bloc countries and hostility to “American imperialism." 


The main job of all Communists is to spread Communism by every possible means. Bringing 
students from developing countries to the USSR and indoctrinating them there is one way to do this 
and Reds are taking full advantage of Soe. 


TROUBLE IN THE “WORKERS' PARADISE"? 
New cracks are showing in the Communist Empire. Moscow leaders are stepping up efforts 
to maintain unity of Communist forces during the next crucial five years. 


On the home front, Nikita Khrushchev is offering greater material incentives along with 
increased propaganda pressure to get workers to boost Soviet farm and factory output. 


_ Soviet "friendship" delegations make frequent trips to Peiping to keep relations with Red 
China patched up. Within Communist Parties, Moscow-oriented leaders are trying to overcome 
those who want to interpret Communism and world conditions in their own way. 


The Communist world today is like a brick wall that stands 40 years, then begins to crack 
when it is put under real pressure. 


Where The Cracks Show 


Here are the cracks that are showing: 


1. In its drive to surpass the U.S. in farm and factory output, Communists have to give 
workers more incentive to step up their output. The incentive takes the form of more pay, shorter

hours, higher living standards, more personal freedom to enjoy higher pay and shorter hours. Thus, 
incentives work against, as well as for, the Party's desire to get more output. The cracks are show- 
ing most clearly in agriculture as pointed out by "Freedom's Facts" last month. Moscow is trying 

to solve this problem by giving peasants even more local freedom of decision, and higher incomes 
for their work. Both peasants and workers could "demand" much more of both than they now are 
getting. 


2. Competition between Moscow and Peiping has been getting hotter. Mao Tse-tung of Red 
China thinks his "hard" policies will win world victory faster than Khrushchev's rather complex 
"softer" policies. Moscow has been doing everything it can to patch up this difference. Khrush- 
chev even announced that the Soviet Communist Party is not to be called the leader of Communist 
Parties or of the Communist International Movement. He now claims Moscow gives no directives to 
others, merely gives moral and material aid and the benefit of experience. This is a concession to 
Mao Tse-tung and opens the door to more differences inside the Communist movement. 


'Friendship" Delegations 


Meantime, Moscow is sending "friendship" delegations to Peiping, with promises of more 
economic aid,. and additional thousands of Soviet experts and technicians. In turn, the Soviet 
Union is praising Red China for goods sent to the USSR and for the many Red Chinese scientists and 
technicians who are speeding Soviet construction. 


Moscow Radio (February 8) said, in fact, "The friendship between our two countries has be- 
come the major factor in the development of world history; . . The imperialists, our common ene- 
mies, have tried by every means to break our friendship and sow the seeds of discord between our 
peoples." Moscow continued in a hopeful vein, “However, our friendship is deeply rooted and 
no force will shake it." 


Despite such statements, and despite an indication of growing Soviet aid to the ailing .ed 
Chinese economy, forces inside the Communist movement are shaking the Moscow-Peiping axis.. 
Albania already has lined up with Peiping. A resurgence of Stalinists who are closer to current Red 
Chinese thinking than to Krushchev's has been noted in the Communist Party of Poland. Communist 
Parties of Latin America and some in Africa are following Red Chinese rather than Soviet tactics. 


Fear of New Ideas 


An uneasy friendship exists between Moscow and Peiping. A strong defeat for Nikita Khrush- 
chev's policies could be enough to gain new support inside the Communist bloc for Peiping and 
widen the split between Khrushchev and Mao Tse-tung. 


3. New ideas are the Communists’ greatest fear. And new ideas are cropping up inside Com- 
munist Parties. Revisionists are saying that differences between capitalism and Communism are not 
as great as Moscow claims they are; that Moscow can be guilty of exploitation, colonialism and 
warmongering, too. Dogmatists are saying that Moscow is not moving ahead according to the 
Marxist-Leninist doctrine, so no longer deserves full support of the world Communist movement. 
Reformists outside Communist Party ranks continue to work in non-Communist countries, claiming 
that all the benefits claimed for the Communist system can be gained without surrendering to Com- 
munist Party leadership and without adopting any form of dictatorship. 


Moscow-oriented Communist propagandists are waging a fierce battle against these ideas 
which sap the strength of the Communist will to power and weaken Communist unity. Adam Wirth, 
writing in the Hungarian Party newspaper, "Nepszabadsag," tries to explain to Hungarian Reds 
that Communists have two parallel programs going for them. 


Some Reds Confused By Their Own Line 
One is peaceful coexistence and the other is the "democratic front." Party members are 
getting confused by their own duplicity, as Wirth virtually admits. 
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Dogmatists, he says, cannot understand that on the one hand Communists believe in the ir- 
reconcilable antagonism between capitalism and Communism and on the other that Communists can 


preach peaceful coexistence. What they don't grasp is that under the smokescreen of peaceful 
coexistence, Communists are waging economic warfare against capitalism in the developing coun- 
tries of Asia, Africa and Latin America, and against big business in advance countries of Europe, 
Asia, and America. 


Nor can the dogmatists understand why, under peaceful coexistence, Communists "appeal for 
the cooperation. . . of Catholic priests, existentialist philosophers, bourgeois writers and artists, 
nationalists and cosmopolists, and with all the partisans of peaceful coexistence," when Communists 
do not agree with the ideologies of these people. That's simple, says Wirth, whatever cooperation 
they can be talked into giving helps the Communist program. 





Revisionists are condemned by Wirth for reducing the goals of workers to only those tasks that 
do not transgress the limits of the existing capitalist system of society. Revisionists say that the so- 
called antagonism between capitalism and socialism is not all-important, and there is no need for 
bitter struggle between the two. As revisionists see it, says Wirth, the democratic front is an al- 
liance of Communists with bourgeois elements. Instead, as the Reds see it, the democratic front is 
a device by which Communists manipulate non-Communists to further Communist conquest of power. 


Cracks Small But With Big Potential 


These are all small cracks. But even the falling of gentle rain into small cracks can destroy 
a very solid=looking highway or wall by alternate freezing and thawing, and do it in a period of 
months, --Action of real power can accomplish the same result in hours. 


Human institutions react more slowly than highways and walls to pressures against them. But 
when cracks appear in a system which Lenin said must have complete unity, monolithic unity, in 


orde? to win victory, the hope arises that Communist victory can be thwarted and Communist power 
can-be destroyed. 


FACTS TO BACK THE ATTACK 


Many who speak against Communism in organizations and before public gatherings today en- 
counter those who would have us believe that Communist intentions are not opposed to the best 
interest of free men. 


Such people attack words, phrases, commas, any weak link they find in what the speaker says 
to arouse support against the spread of Communism. 


What are the real intentions of Communists? Here they are in their own words: 


V.1. Lenin, speech at the opening of First Congress of the Communist International, Moscow, 
March 1919: 

"The dictatorship of the proletariat — till now these words were Latin for the masses. Thanks 
to the spread of the Soviet system throughout the world, this Latin has now been translated into 


every modern language . ..Let the bourgeoisie continue to rage. . . the victory will be ours, the 
victory of the world Communist Revolution is certain." 


Aim ts Victory 


V.1. Lenin, speech at the close of the First Congress of the Communist International, 
Moscow, March 6, 1919: 


"The victory of the proletarian revolution throughout the world is guaranteed. The formation 
of the International Soviet Republic is appreaching." 








Statues of the Communist International, adopted by the Second Congress of the Communist 
International, July 17-August 7, 1920: 

"The Communist International makes its aim to put up an armed struggle for the overthrow of 
the International bourgeoisie and to create an International Soviet Republic as a transition stage to 
the complete abolition of the State. The Communist International considers the dictatorship of the 
proletariat as the only means for the liberation of humanity from the horrors of capitalism." 


Communists’ Tasks 


The Fundamental Tasks of the Communist International, adopted by the Second Congress: 

"The victory of socialism over Capitalism —as the first step to Communism — demands the 
accomplishment of the three following tasks: 

"The first task is to lay low the exploiters, and above all thé bourgeoisie as their chief eco- 
nomic and political representative; to defeat them completely; to crush their resistance... 

"The second is to inspire and lead in the footsteps of the revolutionary advance guard of the 
proletariat, its Communist Party —not only the whole proletariat or the great majority, but the 
entire mass of workers. .. 

"The third is to neutralize or render harmless the inevitable fluctuations between the bour- 
geoisie and the proletariat, between bourgeois democracy and Soviet Power, on the part of... 
the small owners, and proprietors in agriculture, industry, commerce, and to corresponding layers 
of intellectuals, employees, and soon..." 

"The principal duty of the Communist Parties, from the point of view of an international 
proletarian movement, is at the present moment the uniting of the dispersed Communist forces, the 
formation in each country of a single Communist Party . . . in order to perform the work of preparing 
the proletariat for the conquest of the governing power, and especially for the acquisition of power 
under the form of a dictatorship..." 


Destroy Colonies, Then The Big Powers 





Comrade Manuilsky, Report on the National-Colonial Question, Fifth World Congress of the 
Communist International, August 1924: 

"Is it possible to destroy the might of the entire capitalist system of Great Britain without 
bringing into motion its colonial population? ...In a lesser degree other colonial countries present 
a similar picture. There is, for instance, France... Belgium... (and). ..Holland..." 

"Marx understood very well that the British proletariat would never succeed in destroying the 
powerful capitalist organism of the British Empire without the support of these peoples suppressed by 
the English Lords. . . Do our British comrades think that the revolutionary process begins with the 
English proletariat liberating itself, and then in the capacity of a Messiah, carrying deliverance to 
the colonial peoples? We do not think so." 


(Editor's note: Manuilsky then criticized the British "comrades" for not demanding "the 
separation of the colonies from the British Empire" as a step to successful conquest of powers in 
Great Britain.) 


Conquest of Power 


The Program of the Communist International Together With Its Constitution, adopted at the 
Sixth World Congress of the Communist International, September 1, 1928: 

"The ultimate aim of the Communist International is to replace world capitalist economy by a 
world system of Communism. .. " 

"The conquest of power by the proletariat does not mean peacefully ‘capturing’ the ready- 
made bourgeois state machinery by means of a parliamentary majority. The bourgeoisie resorts to 
every means of violence and terror to safeguard and strengthen its predatory property and its politi- 
cal domination. . . Hence, the violence of the bourgeoisie can be suppressed only by the stern 
violence of the proletariat. The conquest of power by the proletariat is the violent overthrow of 
bourgeois power, the destruction of the capitalist state apparatus..." 





"In this sphere the Communist International advances the following fundamental tasks of the 
proletarian dictatorship: 

"The confiscation and proletarian nationalization of all large capitalist undertakings (fac- 
tories, plants, mines, electric power stations). . . private capitalist railway, waterway, automo- 
bile, and air transport services. . . private capitalist communication services (telegraphs, tele- 
phones and wireless)... 

"The confiscation and proletarian nationalization of all large landed estates in town and 
country (private, church, monastery and other lands)... all property utilized in production be- 
longing to large landed estates, such as buildings, machinery and other inventory, cattle, enter- 
prises for the manufacture of agricultural products... 

"Prohibition of buying and selling of land... 

"The proletarian nationalization of private banks (the entire gold reserve, all securities, 
deposits, etc.) . .. of wholesale trade and large retail trading enterprises (warehouses, elevators, 
stores, stocks of goods, etc.)..." 


Well, the quotes go on over the years, up to and passing Nikita Khrushchev's promise to 
"bury you," meaning, those of us in the free wald. Their meaning changes in slight detail. 
Khrushchev now says he thinks in some cases Communists can conquer state power without a violent, 
armed uprising, but don't depend too much on this. The goal is supreme power everywhere in the 
world. Their purpose is to destroy all the institutions of free men. 


Those who arque against such intentions of the Communists either do not know the facts and 
are too stubborn to se them, or have their own reasons for defending Communists as "peaceful" 


"or “nothing to get excited about." 





STRAWS IN THE RED WIND 


CLOSER RED CHINESE — JAPANESE RELATIONS are being urged by the Japan Socialist 
Party (JSP). On a return from a visit to Red China, Hisao Kuroda, an adviser to JSP, denounced 
the Government of Japanese Premier Ikeda for its hostility to Red China, urged an "independent" 
(that is, favorable) policy toward Chinese Communists, including recognition of Formosa as part of 
Red China. Kuroda also reported that Red Chinese say that "politics and economics cannot be 
separated" and that Red China will trade only with those friendly firms and smaller businessmen who 
approve political principles proposed by Red China. Meantime, Japanese Minister of International 
Trade and Industry Shiina speaks of increasing Japan's trade with Communist China from $30 million 
a year now to $100 million a year on the basis of private trading. 


OPPOSITION TO PREMIER SALAZAR'S REGIME IN PORTUGAL is spreading, Moscow 
claims. Three "representatives of the opposition" recently called on Portugal's President Americo 
Thomaz to demand formation of a new government. They said the Santa Maria affair was a revolu- 
tionary act of insurrection on Portugese territory and expressed widespread opposition to Premier 
Salazar. The opposition, says Moscow, also wants Portugal to withdraw from its colonies in Africa 
and elsewhere. 


25 COMMUNISTS ARRESTED IN IRAN for having organized student riots at the University 
of Teheran and the organization of the Tudeh Party (Communist) behind the National Front forces of 
one-time Iranian Premier Mossadeq. The United Arab Republic, incidentally, appears on the side 
of the Communists against the Shah of Iran, charging in a Cairo Radio commentary that the Shah 
wants to keep Iran "as an independent colony of CENTO and the American-British influence." The 
UAR also stood with the Soviet Union against the U.S. by recognizing Antoine Gizenga as leader 
of the legal government in the Congo while the U.S. recognizes President Joseph Kasavubu. 


SOVIET AND CZECH OFFICIALS are moving into Guinea, replacing French officials who 
had been employed to help run the Guiniean economy. French officials recently returned to Paris 
reported that they had been "expelled," the amount of baggage they were permitted to carry was 





limited, and their money had been blocked by Guinea. One explanation is that the move was 
taken in reprisal for the firing of a French aircraft on a plane carrying Soviet President Leonid 
Brezhnev to Morroco and other African countries. 


BELGIUM IS IN FOR MORE "CLASS WARFARE." Moscow sources report that the little 
country has been deeply shattered by events in the Congo and the month-long general strike of 
workers directly related to Congolese troubles. The strike, say the Moscow propagandists, cost 
"the ruling classes" losses of some 10 billion Belgian francs and shattered "class harmony" in Bel- 
gium. Now that the general strike is over, say the Moscow Reds, the struggle will take new forms 
keeping Belgium in a state of uneasiness and political instability. They called the strike "a 
glorious chapter in the history of the Belgian workers' movement." 


FREEDOM'S FACTS PREDICTIONS 


In March 1956, Freedom's Facts disclosed plans of Moscow to "reduce the 
overseas markets of Western powers" and thereby “intensify commercial competition 
among Western powers." We also reported Khrushchev's comment that he expected 
the increasing battle for export markets to increase rivalries and disagreements among 
the Western powers, thus weakening opposition to Communist advances. Since that 
time, we have seen increasing Communist trade cut into overseas markets, and revo- 
lution in Cuba and Africa cut down our markets even more.
